held in the' kiva. 


Late in the afternoon of the day 
before

dance, the Antelope priests appear in full regalia 
of painted bodies, dance'sasnes and kilts of bril- 
liant colors; and with symbolic equipment such 
as bowls o£ sacred meal, prayer plumes, sacrifi- 
cial.plants, .and feathered wands.

hour they chant and enact a prayer for rain and 
for their 'brothers.' the Snake priests.
